Is another religious jiersecution about 
to be inaugurated in Germany ? Are 
Emperor William and Prince Bia- 
MAROE, old men X^o^.. and .standing, on 
the vei-ge of the grdvo, ahoiit to re-es- 
tablish a system of intolerance towards 
religious bodies? A spirit of intoler- 
ance is not in accord with tho spirit of 
the age, nor does it comport -with the 
careers of these great men, who have 
done BO. inuch to- raise tho prestige of 
tho empire which they rule. A petition 
has been presented to Bismarck to re- 
strict the civil rights of the Jews and 
repeal the absolute equality enjoyed by 
them with German citizens. Tiio 
Jews, it is stated in this document, 
without. taking part in tho manual la- 
bor of the lower classes, are rapidly 
getting rich as merchants, landed pro- 
prietors and capitalists. All the finest 
palaces of all the larger towns already 
belong to them, and of the great landed 
estates more and more are passing in- 
to their hands. Not content with this 
the Jews aggregate to themselves a 
wholly political, judicial or professional 
cliaracter, and in another generation 
will lord it over tho Teutons if the pre- 
sent iav/B are penui^ tod to continue in 
force, But as Jewish notions of honor 
and religion are cosmopolitan rather 
than German tho Germans proper 
•should not acquiesce in this, bat should 
enforce some of the old disabilities 
against the new comers, and thus pro- 
tect themselves from getting de-Ger- 
manized. So far the petition. The weak- 
ness of tho cause vindicated in it is 
host proved by the contents. If a

Ottawa. (Ont),Doc. 15. — In the House 
of Commons this afternoon tho battle 
over tho Pacifio railway cor.tr.'.st was fair- 
ly begun. The Opposition, true to tlioir 
programme, showed fight from the uom- 
moncement, and their obstructional tac- 
tics were brought into full play. Mac- 
kenzie, tho ex-leader, divided the House 
on a motion for the names of other appli- 
cants for building tho road to be brought 
down, uiul «hicli iSir John A. Macdonald 
refused to furnish, for tho reason that 
there nro none, and lie declined to K've 
thii names of tlinae wlio had made pro- 
positions and withdrawn tliein. The re- 
sult was tliat the govornnient was .sustain- 
ed by a majority of sixty. Subsenuuiitly 
Sir (Jharlcs Tiippor gave notice of a mo- 
tioti that the House go into Committee of 
the Whole on Tuesday, to consider resolu- 
tions foi' granting and appropriating f!25,- 
000,000 and 25,000,000 acres of land in 
the Northwest according to the term.? of 
the contract. Blake, Opposition loader, 
moved an amendment to tho efi'oct that 
discussion be postponed till January 5th, 
which was rejooted by a vote of 104 to 51 
There Avas considerable enthusiasm on the 
Government side, when Sir John claimed 
in stirring language, tliat, as the Ministry 
liad assumed the responsibility of bring- 
ing down tho ineasuvo, they had a riglit 
to tho privilege <if giving, at the earliest 
opportunity, their reasons for doing so. 
\Vhen the vote was announced thoro was 
iV burst of liparty, applause fi'pai the Gov - 
erntnent boqche^... jSir Gliirlies; ;' Tap- 
per's speech ' "will " lie doiivored lo- 
inorrov, and he will be fol- 
lowed by Blake and Mackenzie. Few 
have any idea now that the debate will be 
concluded by Christmas. Of course the 
air is filled witli Opposition rumors, in 
which disaster to the Government forms 
the chief iiigredipnt. The i^'/ci' /Vei'.s here 
this evening gives currency to tlio report 
tliat tho Governor-GcnBral entertains tho 
opinion that Parliament should be dissolv- 
ed and tho Pacific railway question sub- 
mitted to the peoplp. Tljtve,i8 no ground 
fpr the story, as Sir John X, Hficctonald 
announced this afternoon in the House 
that the railway resolutions were intro- 
duced with liis full consent and sanc- 
tion.

W. R. Clarke deposed tliat lie was a 
member of tho City Council and w.is at 
thu meeting on tho 8th inat. Tho Mayor 
was not present and Coun.

Saw the defendant 
open tho wicket and pass over and. speak 
to Coun. Boyd and tho Citj- Clerk about 
a letter ho desired to liavo read; in tho 
meantime the council adjourned. Wit- 
ness after leaving his scat went to the 
chairman and asked if Mr. Johnson's con- 
duct was not unwacrantftblo in crossing 
the chamber without leave. Ho then 
spoko to Mr. Johnson on the impropriety 
of what ho was doing; .Tohiison's reply 
was "you're a damned fool," adding that 
witness was "making himself appear very 
grand"; instead of resenting witness wont 
into an inner room to avoid a quarrel; de- 
fondant followed .ind again called, wit- 
ness a fool and applied some other oil'on- 
sivo term that ho could not make out; 
witness then wont into another room; 
defendant proceeded across tho hall and 
witness thought he had loft tho premises; 
was then in tho City Clerk's office; 
saw defendant apnaking to Councillor's 
Boyd and Shakespo;iro; ho then entered 
tho room and closed the door behind him 
and again called witness "a fool," adding 
"you ksiow you are a fool"; this was said 
in a low tono of voice; could not get to 
the door without passing close to the de- 
fendant; thought the defendant called 
him a liar also, upon which witness made 
a rush at him and struck the first blow 
after dropping his hat and stick; was 
afraid that in going out he might have 
been taunt'od'as af<|6ward and a worse in- 
tuit be given; fecetred a blow from John- 
sbn'B""'right hah'd "that rendered him un- 
conscious; another blow on the loft eye 
and temple brought him back to consci- 
ousness; was bleeding profusely ; tho 
messenger separated witness and defend- 
ant and ho (witness) was taken oft" tlie de- 
fendent; the Clerk ordered Johnson out 
of tho room and out of. the Ohambers be- 
fore witness loft; the Clerk met with 
somo abuse in tho hall and called tho de- 
fendant an "insolent puppy"; Mr. Par- 
tridge then a.ssistod in binding up tlic 
wounds received; was advised, after gett- 
ing home, to return to Dr. Trimble's 
which ho dirl; "juti «r> mortified at being 
in such a position that ho told tho doctor 
that ho had fallen down; told himon the 
following day whaf^hiid actually occurred ; 
remained at home for a wecl; from tlio 
otl'oots of tho bruises; do not lomember 
dofcndant nayiiig anytliin;^ while striking 
him. 

Mr. Joliuson called his Honor's 
ultentioii to the information which 
stated that the assault was made 
by Capt. Clarke and not by him-' 
self: plaintiff struck the first blow and he 
thought tho case should be dismissed at 
once.

after entering the Clerk's room; witno.sa

Clarke and 
defendant: sawdofotidant.onteptho. Oouiit 
cil Ohfttnh?? fr.on» .. |h|p puljlio lobby; ho 
spoke to Ooim. Bbyd^' arid then to' Mr, 
Leigh; tho mooting was going on, but 
shortly afterwards adjourned; saw Clarke 
advance to the clerk's table and say some- 
thing (did not hear what) to Johnson; 
ClarKo a}}d I<oigh wont out of Council 
Chambers ; Johnson wont outside the 
rail to the lobby, got his hat and coat, 
and came inside again, followed by Mr. 
Stubbs; he scorned much excited and in 
passing through tho chamber witness un- 
derstood him to say, "I will sou this- 
thing out;" don't know whether ho refer- 
red to the letter or to Clarke; prior to 
that ho had asked hini (ihout a letter; 
Jolinaon went in tho direction of the 
-inner office and witness heard ascuP.lo; 
was then under the impression that tho 
words "I will see it out," roforrod to 
Clarko; then went to Mr. Leigh's; there 
saw Clarke.., and diofeii'dant fighting out- 
side , the oVmbor; Cpun./Sinith, Mr. 
Leiifhji Mi-.i Jonaonj and tl)^'. repprtopfof 



thy^tongdwffwere there ; parted tho com- 
iMtantsiBi^jaifijliSBguj.yB Clarke 
sovetal blows on "tho temple and saw 
Clarke try to strike him; Clarko was bleed- 
ing; think Clarke's back was to the wall 
when ho first saw thonv.did not hoar John- 
son make any remarks during tho fight; 
thoi-o wore bad cuts on Clarke's temple; 
■Clark^ Ti^aa , in siich a confined position 
tha!t'he'' ooiild' hardly use his arms, but 
whether from hia coat or not, could not 
say; Johnson was striking him all tho 
tiino. 

Cross-examined by Afr. Johnson — Y'ou 
asked me about a letter that had been 
sent in by Mr. Jonsen; that was when you 
wore outside the railing; told you I had 
reminded Mr. Leigh of it and ho could 
not find tho letter; Loigliand T both wont 
to look for it; did not tind it; Leigh ex- 
plained to tlie chairman (Coun. Shakes- 
peare) tho reason why tho communication 
was not read ; Coun.
